worldly spirits.' 
The night before we ar- 


rived at Yokohama, I got up a concert, 
utilizing all the vocal and instrumental 
talent that had been developed by the mis- 
sionaries, reinforced by the -sinners from 
the other end of the boat. Ed Clough read 
a paper in his very best vein, dealing 
largely with the incidents 'and associa- 
tions of .the voyage.

the Siberia, said the concert was the best 
entertainment of the kind he had ever 
seen aboard ship. 


"William Plnkerton, the living Sherlock 


Holmes, was one of the most entertaining 
men I met on the voyage. 
He did not 


do any stunt at the concert, but to a few 
of us in quiet conversation he gave a. se- 
ries of the most graphic sketches concern- 
ing his experiences as a detective that I 
ever read or heard. 
I saw Pinkcrton af- 


ter his return from China and the Philip- 
pines, and he told ma the Orient.waa fill- 
ed with American adventurers.and adven- 
turesses. Some of the former were prom- 
inent in business and -some of the latter 
had captured prominent business men..

Button's quiet gibe at those who gath- 
er the mosses of ancient classics yet 
neglect to keep themselves .informed as 
to current events and 
contemporary 


thought — the preference for the liter- 
ary excellence, of the unreal over the 
actualities of life — the study of clas- 
sical forms In literary art. Its method 
and mechanism as a medium of Im- 
parting Impression, Is quite as neces- 
sary to thorough 
education as the 


study of ancient history. As a matter 
of fact, It is far more Important that 
the modern' student should know about 
Arlstophenes and the objects at which 
he directed his satire, than that he 
should be familiar with the causes of 
the Peloponneslan war or the incidents 
of the siege of Corinth. 


If we look at "The Birds" of - 


tophenes In the light of a study of 
cient Greek models In the poetic and 
dramatic art, the educational purpose 
served In the revival of the Greek play 
at Berkeley can be better understood 
and appreciated. It stimulates inquiry 
into the social and political conditions 
prevailing In the Golden Age of Attic 
literature. 
The environment In which 


Aristbphenes wrote, the mythology of 
the day, the mental attitudes of 
the 


Athenian people, the moral and relig- 
ious standards of the time are all 
brought under review when we take up

stage satirist.

A delegation from 
the Theatrical 


Employes' Union attended the meeting 
of the Electrical Workers' Union last 
night. The object of the visit was to 
find out which union was entitled to 
do the wiring- in the new theater now 
being constructed on Franklin street 
and all other play houses to be erected 
In the future. The electrical workers

up. Until finished, they said, the edi- 
fice Is not a theater, but a mere build- 
ing.

'the electrical workers will retire and 
give place to the theatrical employes, 
but not until then. 
The electrical 
workers 
will have 
their way in the matter as they ar« 
backed up by the Building Trades 
Council, with which they are affiliated. 
The theatrical employes do not hmve 
Building Trades' working cards, so If 
they tried to work on a structure In the 
course of Its erection, all the builder* 
employed there would quit work. Mem- 
bers of unions affiliated with the Build- 
ing Trades Council will not work 
alongside, of a man unless he has • 
working card of the council. Conse- 
quently, If the theatrical employes at- 
tempt to press their claims, tha con- 
struction of the building will be stop- 
ped by the pulling off 
of the other 
workmen.

TJnton last night and another one will 
be acted on at the next meeting. The 
union has changed its meeting place 
from the Building Trades' headquart- 
ers to California Hall, 1015 Clay street, 
where sessions are held every Friday 
evening.

Speaking of squirrels, the Chicago Dail) 
Tribune says that If, when hi- arrives ;a 
your door, he and his comrada, for he Is 
usually bought in pairs, are not in the 
first flush ot their youth, and you happ--n 
to want to bake them, steam them f >r 
half an hour before giving them In onar,'e 
of the oven. Cut two squirrels in four 
pieces, rub each piece wltn sait, and dust 
lightly with pepper, using a teaspoon: ul 
of salt for two squirrels, and i/ut to roa.-U 
as you would a chicken. Prepare a frit- 
ter batter as given below, and when t.--.c 
squirrels have roasted half their tirr.o, 
pour a third of tho batter over, and wh.-n 
dry pour over another portion, and re- 
peat. It will be thickly covered, and must 
be a nice brown color. Serve -.vlth melt-.-d 
butter and lemon pieces. 
For the batter take one cur flour, half 
teaspoonful good baking powder, fourth 
teaspoon salt, two egg*, ont cup mi!k. 
Sift dry Ingredients together, and beat-.'n 
eggs and milk, and beat until smooth. 
Madcap squirrel Is a dainty when served 
fried with brown sauce. Cle;ui and cut 
him and the "other fellow" Into small 
pieces, break the bones, flatten, dip in 
melted butter, then in crumbs, and fry 
brown 
with two sliced 
onions. Cover 
with stock, season with a ti-aspoon of 
salt, and add two green peppers, seeds re- 
moved, sliced, and lightly fried in bu:- 
ter. Cover closely and slmn-.er for two 
hours.
